sell the properties for five years 


The measure also authorizes a 


$10,000,000 appropriation this year 
for purchase and 
retirement of 
submargimil land and $20,000,000 
in each of the next two years. 


Until their loans are complete- 


ly repaid, purchasers of 
farms 


will bo required to follow farm- 
ing practices prescribed by the 
agriculture 
department. 


The bill contains no civil ser-

DR.. WALTER. SIMONS 


BERLIN, July 15—(/P)—Walter 


Simons, former president of the 
German supreme court and former 
foreign minister, died today at 
the age of 75. 


A jurist of established reputa- 


tion in pre-war days, Dr. Walter 
Simons was one of the leaders of 
Germany in the birth-pang years 
of the republic and was made 
president pro-tern, for two months 
interim In 1925 between the death 
of President Frlederich Ebert and 
the first inauguration 
of 
Field 


Marshal Paul svon Hindenburg. 


Thereafter he was head of Ger- 


many's supreme court until 1928. 
In still later years he appeared 
in several important juridical pro- 
ceedings, was twice nominated for 
a vacancy on the permanent court 
for international justice at Tho 
Hague and was recognized as one 
of the world's leading authorities 
on international law. 


At the end of the world war 


he was director of the Judicial de- 
partmest of 
the foreign office 


and was made German commis- 
sioner-general at 
the 
Versailles 


peace 
conference. 
He 
resigned 


when that pact was drawn up 
and never ceased denunciation oi 
its terms as oppressive to 
his 
country. 


Simons' statesmanship was con- 


cerned chiefly with the post ol 
foreolgn minister which he held 
in the cabinet of Konstantlne Feh- 
renbach 
in 
1920-21, an 
interva' 


which saw him resisting demands 
of tho allies at the Spa repara- 
tions conference of 1920 and fni- 
ally accepting under protest the 
Dawes plan as adopted at the 
London conference of 1921. 


Simons was born September 24 


1361, at Elberfeld, the son of a 
Westphallan textile manufacturer 
He studied history, philosophy anc 
law at the University of Strass- 
b;:rg, Leipzig and Bonn and then 
entered the empire's judicial scr- 
fice. He was made an assistant 
judge In 1888 and elevated to the 
bench five years later.,

TEN 
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WHAT MAKES A GREAT LEADER? 


MOSES GIVES THE ANSWER * 


Called to One of History's Greatest Tasks, the 


Mountain Exile Protests His Inadequacy, 
But Accepts the Commission—The Place 
Of Oratory In Leadership—One Man Ver- 
sus Entrenched Power.

There 
nro more 
drum-majors 
than generals In the world's pres- 
ent wnr for a new order. It Is 
easy to 
find men to march in 


front, with the gaudy trappings 
of office. Politicians know the old 
art of finding out which way the 
crowd 
is going, and 
then 
of 


strutting pompously before it. But 
real 
leaders—commanding 
offi- 


cers, strategists, responsible direc- 
tors—are the day's greatest need 


These arc crisis times for the 


world; and we have a surplus of 
commentators 
upon them. 
But 


the men who will do something 
about it all arc hard to 
find. 


And that Is nod's first require- 
ment: men who will hear His 
voice, and then go. Even little 
leaders are difficult to discover— 
men who will teach 
a 
Sunday 


school class, or lead a Boy Scout 
troop, or work at Big Bro'thcring, 
or line up their 
neighbors 
for 


good government, or take a cour- 
ageous initiative in the farm or 
labor or business movement. The 
contemporary call for leadership 
is sounding everywhere, and qual- 
ified men disregard it 
at 
the 


peril of their immortal souls. 


.What Mnkes A Leader? 
In this study of the 
call 
of 
Moses at 
the burning- bush we 


get an idea of what constitutes 
a great leader. First of all, ho 
must be a man 
sincerely 
con-1 
cerncd for the people whom he' 
would serve. Then he must he 
a prepared man: it took 
forty 
years in Egypt and forty years In 
the Sinai desert to bring Moscg 
to maturity for his task. A lead- 
er must himself have suffered, so 
that ho is able to understand the 
needs of people. Crowning all, he 
must have a sense of "call," of a 
commission from 
above; and a 
great 
faith in 
an 
all-powerful 


Providence who will sustain him. 


Any such leader, equipped with 


brains and 
a. sense of responsi- 


bility, will know his own personal 
limitation and ingratitude on the 
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part of the very ones whom he 
seeks to servo, as was the case 
with Moses. Friends will misun- 
derstand him and foes will ma- 
lign him. That Is all a part of 
the day's work of leadership, 


Credentials For A Lender. 


When Moses demurred at the 
call to he his nation's deliverer, 
for which he felt 
himself 
un- 


worthy, God gave him this cre- 
dential: "i AM THAT I AM: 
Thou shalt say unto the children 
of Israel, I AM hath sent me 
unto you." Thus God staked His 
own eternal existence upon the 
project. Ho lent His name, and 
all the 'power and authority that 
implied. 
I have read a stupid big book 
by a Chicago theological profes- 
sor, who contended that Jehovah 
was a tribal deity about whom 
Moses learned from Jethro! Such 
arc the silly theories that oc- 
cupy the minds of many "mod- 
ern" preachers, ignoring the clear 
record of our Lesson, that Je- 
hovah was the Eternal, the God 
of the Hebrews' fathers, of Abra- 
ham, 
Isaac and Jacob. 


"New" leaders need 
the 
old 
faith. Then cannot break, though 
they try, with our fathers' God, 
who has led us hitherto by many 
clear providences. The past Is an 
Integral part 
of 
the 
present. 


Who are we to discredit the evi- 
dence of two thousand years of 
Christendom, wherein millions of 
Christinns found God true, nnd 
so testified? We recall the glor- 
ious witness of the saints nnd 
martyrs; and of the long line of. 
illustrious scholars; nnd we can- 
not 
escape the Bible's 
dictum 
that God is "the same, yesterday, 
today and forever." 


Tho 
eternal 
contemporaneous- 
ness of God is wrapped up in the 
mystic phrase, "I AM THAT I 
AM," which is every true leader's 
best credential. We 
should 
bo 


slow to break the ties that bind 
us to the past; or to regard light- 
ly the Church that is tho reposi- 
tory of the fnlth of tho ages. As 
Moses was bidden to recall Abra- 
ham, Isaac and Jacob, 
so wo 


should keep loyal, even In our 
newest tasks, to our godly for- 
bears. 


In passing, we should not bo 


unmindful 
of 
the 
heartening 
truth that, though our day suf- 
fers from a dearth of great lend- 
ers, there are, nevertheless, many 
brave and noble men and women 
who, each in a separate sphere, 
are true leaders of their fellows, 
because sincere followers of God. 
Is Oratory Needed By Lenders? 
Most modern public men win 
to office by their oratory. Moses 
complained that he was slow of 
speech—as If Jehovah did not al- 
ready know his qualifications. Evi- 
dently the Lord does not look 
upon gib speech as a first re- 
quirement of leadership. So pa- 
tient is God that He often ac- 
cepts servants on a lower basis 
than their best; so Ho provided 
a mouth piece for Moses, In his 
smooth-speaking brother Aaron.,

These two brothers, then, went 


south to confront 
the 
mighty 
Pharaoh, and to demand great 
privileges for the enslaved He- 
brews, Their first request, as a 
gradual 
approach 
which 
they 


knew would be denied, was for 
permission for all Jews to go on 
three days' march Into the wild- 
erness, to hold a religious festi- 
val. Pharaoh's disdainful answer 
was to Increase tho burdens of 
the slaves. Tho first victory was 
with him. 


But wait for the end 
of the 
story. Great national and human- 
itarian reforms do not come eas- 
ily. Once begun, they cannot be 
stopped, though oft defeated and 
set hack. 
"Jlevolutlons .Never Uo Backward" 
It was easy for Pharaoh 
to 


make a "strong" reply to tho pre- 
sumptuous request of this repre- 
sentative of a mass 'of slaves; 
just as many a' corporation has 
done In 'years past to the fair 
demands of labor. What 
Pha- 
raoh did not perceive was that 
this was but the first skirmish 
of a great war against an irre- 
sistible power. Ho could not un- 
derstand the foe ho flouted. 


"The stars 1ft their courses 
Are ono with the forces 
That fight for the freedom of 


man." 


This stammering Moses, bearing 
the marks 
of a 
rudo 
desert- 


dweller upon him, was 
Hot 
a 


leader to be despised, for he was 
being led. Behind him were Re- 
enforcements beyond all calcula- 
tion. The 
man who 
flghta 
for 


God and with God may be as 
certain of ultimate victory as if 
he already hod his foot upon the 
neck of a vanquished foe.

FOUND DEAD IN HIS 


APARTMENT TODAY 


RIGHT HAND MAN NEW DEAL 
FORCES VICTIM OF HEART 


ATTACK WHILE ALONE 


WASHINGTON, July 14. 


—OT—Senator Joe T. Rob- 
insofl, the democratic lead- 
er, died early today with— 
in P r e s i d e n t Roosevelt's 
words—his "face to the bat- 
tle.'1 


The 64-year old Arkan- 


san, his party's leader In the sen- 
ate since 1922, died alone early to- 
day In his apartment home. He 
was found face downward on his 
bathroom 
floor, after 
a 
weary 


week of fighting for the adminis- 
tration's court reform bill. 


Plans were made for a state fu- 


neral service In the senate cham- 
ber Friday at 
noon 
with 
Mr. 


Hoosevelt as- chief mourner. Fu- 
neral services and burial will be 
at Little Rock, Ark., the senator's 
home Sunday. 


Funeral 
arrangements 
were 


made after 
senate 
leaders had 


talked with the senator's widow 
a Little Rock, Ark., by telephone. 


Both senate and house adjourned 


until tomorrow 
out of 
respect. 


Leaders, the nation over, express- 
ed sorrow. 


Robinson's death, In midst of the 


bitter debate on the court meas- 
ure, 
made a question of the whole 


legislative situation. The legislative 
day which Robinson began July 6 
In a parliamentary move to cur- 
tail debate over the court bill was 
ended. 


When the senate resumes work 


on legislation, probably next week, 
all the debate 
delivered so far 


could be repeated If senators desir- 
ed to filibuster. 


Court Dill Fending Business 


The court bill, however, continu- 


ed to be the business officially 
pending before the senate. 


Definite 
funeral, arrangements 


were not possible Immediately be- 
cause Mrs. Robinson was so shock- 
ed by news of her husband's sud- 
den death she was unable to .talk 
by telephone with friends hero. 


The saddened senate heard Rob- 


inson's fellow Arkansan, 
Senator 


Hattlo W. Carraway, announce the 
leader's death. 


At the end of her brief speech, 


delivered In trembling voice, Mrs. 
Caraway offered the usual resolu- 
tion of adjournment out of respect 
for the deceased cenator. 


Before it 
was 
voted, 
Senator 


Barklcy (D-Ky), acting majority 
leader, offered a eulogy. 
As he 


talked, many senators sat with 
bowed heads and closed eyes. Mrs. 
Caraway held her hand over her 
eyes. 
Robinson's body was discovered 


at 8:15 a. m. (EST) by the fam- 
ily's negro maid, Mary Jasper. 


Coroner A. Magruder Maconhad 


said his death was due to heart 
disease. 
Had Suffered Previous Attacks 
Doctor George W. Calver, cap- 
ital physician, said Robinson ap- 
parently had left his bed about 
midnight and had gone to the 
bathroom where he fell face down- 
ward. 
Calver said Robinson, who was 


64 years old, had suffered several 
heart attacks In recent months. 
The physician said that when 


Robinson made the address which 
touched off fiery senate debate on 
the court Issue ho became very 
pale and apparently cut his ad- 
dress short. 
I did not see him at the time," 
Calvert said, "but many who were 
there noticed he became very pale 
and apparently 
cut his speech 


short. Senator Copeland rushed to 
his side when he stopped speaking." 


Tentative plans were made to 


send Robinson's body to Arkansas 
tomorrow evening. 


Muny of HU Colleagues Call 
As word of his death spread over 


the capltol, many of his colleagues 
went to the Robinson home. 


The first to arrive were Senators 


Harrison (D-MIss) and Walsh (D- 
Mass.) 


"I am shocked beyond expres- 


sion," Harrison said as he depart-

"Senator Robinson's death was 
most tragic, coming, as It did, In 
the midst of one of his greatest 
fights and just before he was to be 
honored to a place on the supreme 
bench." 


The Arkansas house delegation 


also called In a group at the Robin- 
son apartment. Senator Hattie Car- 
away, Robinson's colleague 
from 


Arkansas, announced she would 
accompany the body home. 


Both senate and house made 


plans to suspend business Immedi- 
ately after bonvcnlng at noon out 
of respect to the dead leader. 


The sudden death of the senate 
leader shocked the capital and 
threw the administration's legis- 
lative program into turmoil. 


Robinson, 
democratic 
leader 


since 1922, was 
personally

charges

the administration's 


two major legislative campaigns 
to 
enact 
President 
Roosevelt's 


hills to reorganize the courts and 
tho executive departments. 
His 


colleagues generally had expected 
his appointment to the supreme 
court to fill tho vacancy created 
by the retirement of Justice Van 
Devantor. 


Although Robinson's health had 
not been quite as good as In for- 
mer years, his sudden death was 
a tremendous shock to his sena- 
torial colleagues and all of off! 
clal Washington. 


Had Been Working Hard, 
Tho 
democratic 
leader 
had 
been working with terrific energy 
during recent weeks In an ef- 
fort to devlso a compromise court 
bill for which he could obtain 
senate approval. Tho 
substitute 


measuro now under debate was 
drafted under his direction. 
He also had given close person- 


al attention to the government 
reorganization program, Two or 
three weeks ago he personally In- 
troduced 
a 
compromise 
bill to 
carry out the chief executives re- 
organization program 
and 
had 


called his committee 
to 
begin 


work on it today. 


Some of the Arkansas senator'i 
closest 
friends, 
however, 
hac 


been disturbed by his 
physical 


condition. 
He had missed

physique. 


After attending a strategy con- 


ference with his chief lieutenants 
on the court bill yesterday morn-

Robinson returned to

senate session because he did not 
foci up to par. There was no In- 


dication, however, that his ill- 
ness was serious. 


Mrs. Robinson in Little Koch. 


' Robinson's home, where he was 
found dead today, 
Is 
directly 
across the capltol plaza from the 
senate wing of the capltol. He 
was temporarily living alone as 
Mrs. Robinson had gone home to 
Little Rock, Arkansas. 


Tho sudden death of Robinson 
gave rise Immediately to specu- 
lation over his success or as dem- 
ocratic leader. When talk of his 
possible appointment to the su- 
preme court began, three major 
possibilities were mentioned 
for 


leader—Senator Byrnes of South 
Carolina, Harrison of Mississippi 
and Barkley of Kentucky. 


Robinson, for the past 15 years 
democratic leader In the senate, 
has been one of the outstanding 
political figures In Washington. 


After attending the University 


of Arkansas and the Virginia.law 
school, Robinson began 
reading 


law In a small lawyer's 
office 
back In 1892. Two years later, he 
was elected to the general as- 
sembly of his home state. 


Practiced Law Some. 
While serving 
In the legisla- 


ture, Robinson continued to prac- 
tice law, and has, off and on, 
since. But public office became 
his chief career when he was 
elected o congress In 1902, during 
the administration 
of President 
Theodore Roosevelt. 


After serving In the house 10 
years, Robinson retired to 
be- 
come governor of Arkansas. He 
only stayed in the governor's of- 
fice a few weeks, however, be- 
cause a vacancy appeared in the 
senate and he was quickly chos- 
en to fill It. 
Robinson was only serving his 
second term In the senate when 
tie became the recognized leader 
of the opposition to 'ratification 
of the Washington 
arms treaty. 
This projected him into position 
to be chosen democratic leader 
n 1922 when Oscar Underwood, 
of Alabama, retired from 
that 


post. 
When 
the democrats 
gained 


control of the senate along with 
•he 
election 
of 
Franklin 
D. 


Roosevelt, Robinson became ma- 
lorlty leader. As such, ho 
has 


aeen the new deal's 
legislative 


chieftain, and 
steered 
through 


congress the mass of new laws 
nltlated by President Roosevelt. 


Convention Chairman in 1920. 
Even before he became senate 


eader, Robinson had become rec- 
organlzed nationally In the demo- 
cratic party. He was chairman 
of the party convention in 1920 
which selected Roosevelt as vice- 
presidential candidate. 
Eight years later the 
demo- 
cratic convention chose him as 
vice-presidential candidate to run 
on the ticket with Governor 'Al 
Smith, of New York. Because .of 
that, he had been chosen as the 
official 
administration 
spokes- 


man for replies to Smith's at- 
acks on the new deal.

""Although « figure of Import- 
ance in the senate during the bet- 
ter part of the decade after the 
World War, his peculiar availa- 
bility In 1928 made him the run- 
ning mate of Alfred E. Smith in 
one of the- most memorable pres- 
idential elections in tho nation's 
history. 
To a largo extent he shaped his 


own destiny, but he was, never- 
theless, a man seemingly cast for 
the times. 
Religion and prohibi- 


tion, over which the states below 
the Mason and Dixon line felt 
deeply, dictated that the Demo- 
cratic party which had 
chosen 


Smith, a New York Catholic and 
wet, 
as its leader to contest with 


Herbert Hoover, would do well to 
go to the South for its vice pres- 
idential nominee. 
In Senator Robinson, the party 


found a man not only suitable to 
meet the strategic necessities, but 
also one whose ability, political 
courage and simple dignity held 
out the best hopes for success 
He carried his campaign—one 


of tho most ambitious ever, at- 
tempted" by a major candidate— 
from coast to coast and from the 
northermost states to the gulf; 
and while his ticket was badly 
beaten, Robinson returned to the 
senate manifestly more strongly 
entrenched as the leader of his 
own party and a power to 
be 


reckoned with by the Republicans 
In the determination of any -policy 


His rise to prominence reads 


like the theme of a boy's nove: 
from the pen of an Alger or 
a 
Standlsh. 
Within fourteen days 


he had been a representative in 
congress, governor of 
Arkansas 


and a United States senator from 
that state. 
He resigned as con- 


gressman January 14, 1013, to be- 
come governor, having been elect- 
ed to that office the previous Sep- 
tember. 


Chosen for Senate. 
Meanwhile, the death of one o! 


the senators from Arkansas hac 
created a vacancy and the legisla- 
ture promptly chose the newly in- 
stalled governor to go to the sen- 
ate. 
He was selected January 28 
and took the oath March 10, 1913, 
thus returning to Washington al- 
most colncldentally with Woodrow 
Wilson, whom he supported loyal- 
ly. 


Senator Robinson was born In 
a 'small settlement 
near 
Little 


Rock. Ark., August 26, 1872, the 
son of Dr. James 
and 
Matilda 


Jann Robinson. He obtained his 
early education at home and in 
rural schools and at the ago of 


17 began teaching school to earn 
money to enable him to continue 
his studies. He attended the Ar- 
kansas State University and pur- 
sved his law course at the Uni- 
versity of Virginia. He was admit- 
ted to tho bar In 1896. 


On December 15, 1898. Senator 


Robinson married 
Miss 
Ewllda 


Gertrude Miller. They 
had 
no 
children. 


The circumstances that confront- 


ed the Democratic party In 1928 
brought Senator Robinson to play 
a fearless role in the memorable 
campaign of that year. Leaders of 
the party were torn between In- 
clination and doubt. No Catholic 
ever had been nominated for pres- 
ident by a major party. The South 
and West were dry. Still, Gover- 
nor Smith had become the out- 
standing Democrat and his nomi- 
nation scarcely could be denied. 


Appeals For Tolerance 


While other Democrats waited 


for more tangible Indications that 
might point the way to a judl- 
cloun course, Senator 
Robinson 


rose one day In the Senate and 
took severely to task Senator Hef- 


n of Alabama, Democrat, who, 
almost daily, had been assailing 
Governor Smith 
and 
what 
he 
termed the Roman Catholic po- 
litical machine. Senator Robinson 
electrified his colleagues with Jils 
appeal for religious tolerance. 


No one, he said, should be de- 


nied the right to ask for the high- 
est honors in the gift of his coun- 
trymen 
because of the way In 


which he worshipped. Nor was it 
devotion to the Democratic prin- 
ciples declared by Jefferson, he 
asserted, to 
Inveigh 
arguments 


contradictory to the constitutional 
provision which says no religious 
test shall be exacted of a candi- 
date. 


Such an argument coming from 
the party leader in the Senate, a 
Protestant from an 
overwhelm- 


ingly Protestant Southern state 
•when the topic still was looked 
upon as political, provoked a range 
of interesting discussion. Some ob- 
servers contended the Senator by 
its utterance had made himself 
available for the presidential nom- 
ination should 
Governor Smith 


fail to muster .enough votes. Oth- 
ers, even at that early date, de- 
clared 
his nomination for vice 


president was inevitable. 
However canny may have been 


ihose predictions, Senator 
Rob- 
nson found the opportunity to 
reiterate his opinions before the 
Houston convention of which he 
was chairman. Quite unexpected- 
y, he reasserted 
the principles 


of religious freedom at tho end 
of a prepared speech and his 
words turned the convention hall 
nto an uproar 
with 
delegates 


fighting and shouting. Ho was 
nominated for vice president on 
the first ballot. 


Submerged Himself. 
With the same directness that 
lad stamped his earlier actions, 
Senator Robinson swunc. into tho 
campaign. He submerged himself 
entirely and sought 
rather 
to 
draw a 
picture 
of 
Governor 
Smith to the country. 


Although 
r. 
was not a man 
to be led away by superficial in- 
dications, it Is Eafe to say that 
the overwhelming defeat of Gov- 
ernor Smith and himself was a 
treat disappointment to Senator 
Robinson. He was convinced that 
;he South would remain Demo- 
;ratlc and the Reput- can victory 
n four states of that section 
was a great surprise to him. 
Rather than let 
his 
disap- 


pointment embitter him, Robin- 
son returned to tho Senate to 
re-cement his pi y there solidly 
and directed the 
path 
toward 


reconstruction. His leadership was 
so effective that he was able not 
only to hold Democrats, but also 
drew 
support 
from 
Republican 
nde; andents. The 
formation of 


.hat coalition In spite or the great 
Republican victory at tho polls 
stood as a serious threat at the 
outset of the Hoover administra- 
tion 
and gave 
the 
Democratic 
mrty a position o 
Importance 


entirely disproportionate with the 
devastating defent it had suffer- 
ed. 


Senator1 Robinson won his spurs 
n leadership of his party at the 
1920 Domocratlo National conven- 
tion at .San Francisco, when he 
served as chairman 
during the 
trying grind of 44 ballots. The rec- 
ord he made there played no 
small part In his selection three 


years later as the Democratic 
leader In the Senate when Oscar 
W. Underwood laid 
down 
the 
reins. 


In his legislative 
accomplish- 
ments, the Arkansas Senator was 
the . author of many 
important 
measures. He drafted a bill which 
led to the reorganization of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, 
another 
creating 
the 
Federal 
Trade 
Commission, 
and 
had 
charge of tho child labor 
law, 
which subsequently was declared 
unconstitutional by the Supremo 
Court. 
He was expected to Issue a 


formal statement as soon as he 
reached 
the 
executive 
offices.
